HANGMAN’'S DREAM NOT 


PLEASANT 


Bradford, Dec. 7,—The visions of 
a hangman do not make pleasant 
reading as revealed in the notes of 


one executioner which have just 
come to light, The notes were 
written by James Berry of Brac 
ford, who died some years ago. He 


was credited with 134 executions and 


his weird experiences and sensa 


covering several hundred pages. 

Berry's most celebrated case and | 
his most trying ordeal was that of | 
John Lee, of which the hangman 
makes notes at length. Berry and 
an assistant in Exeter prison, tried 
in vain on four occasions to hang 
Lee. Each time the drop refused to 
act and finally Lee was reprieved. 

Of one execution, Beery wrote: 

“Iam sick at the stomack; sick at 
the heart. I am always like that 
after an execution. I have had no 
sleep for two nights. I never closed 
my eyes in Oxford jail, where the 
execution took place, all night long, 
1 could not sleep a wink last night 
either. Time and again—a hundred 
times, it seemed—just as I was 
about to drift into slumber—I see 
my latest victim before me.”

English Cooks and Chefs Busy on Plum Puddings 
The open season on English plum puddings has started. 
the island, fom the hut of the lowest tenant farmer 
mansion of the himhest peer, preparations for this 
Christmas dish are under way. 
Francois Latry, chef of the Savoy Restaurant, 
2,000 pounds of Christmas pudding.

For thirty years be has assembled his assistants about him on a 
date set several weeks before Christmas, Then, with « flourish 
that might be taken from some quaint, religious ceremony, he has 
poured the first bottle of brandy into the pudding mixture, A 
diminutive page boy always makes the first stir. 
“Mix your puddings several weeks in advence and let the flavor 
improve,” is his advice. Here is his own recipe for a seven- 
pound Er@lish plum puddiry, made public for the first time. 
Ingredients: Twelve ounces Malaga raisins, 12 ounces currants, 12 
ounces suet, 9 ounces flour, 4 ounces chopped apple, one ounce 
orange peel, 8 ounces brown sugar, half pint milk, 12 . ounces 
Smyrna raisins, 12 ounces crystallized peel, 10 ounces bread 
crumbs, one ounce ginger, one ounce citron peel, one teaspoonful 
salt, six eres, quarter of a pint of brandy or sherry. 
How to make it: All the dry ingredients should be well mixed to- 
gether. A little extra mixing well repays the trouble. Beat the 
eggs and add them to the milk, then pour over the dry ingredients 
and again mix thoroughly. Pack into greased moulds and boil for 
six hours at the time of making. The puddings should be boiled 
for a further six hours when wanted fer use. The best sauces 
are white, custard or brandy sauce.
